Col. .T. A. Boazdev gives In 
Geographical Journal (London) an in­ 
teresting example of how photograph? 
frobi an airship can extend our knowl­ 
edge. 
When making an aerial recon­ 
naissance In Mesopotamia over terri­ 
tory occupied by the Turks he took a 
series of photographs near Sainarra 
which shows distinctly the ruins of un 
ancient city extending 1*0 miles along 
the Tigris river und two miles and u 
half wide, large enough 
to shelter 
easily 4,000,000 inhabitants. 
This city would never have been 
noticed on earth, since it Is not marked 
by anything but scattered hillocks, al­ 
though pottery and medals had been 
discovered on the site.
